The Rioting Coal Miners Put to Flight— 
No Further Trouble. 

PrrTsBurG, Penn., Novemb er 28.—The situation 
of the coal miners’ troubles in the Monongahela 
Vailey ts as follows: “Last night the Shériffs o 
Washington and Fayette Counties bad massed 
their forces at the Fourth Pool, had guards placed 
in and around the ¢oal mine, and 
notified’ the strikers that any attempt 
at violence this morning would be 
promptly and vigorously met. The strikers on 
viewing the case became alarmed, and during the 
early hours of the morning came from their hiding 
places, sealed the hills and made for their homes 
on foot. The recruiting parties wefe not fied to 
proceed no further. The workmén in tiie Pour h 
Pool are intimidated and none of them made the 
attempt to go to work to-day. They all, how- 
ever, have promised to resume on Moaday under 
protection of the officers. 

At Ping Run, in pool No. 2, abont 100 strikers 
gathered about the mines there and tried to induce 
the workmen to quit work, A brass band accom- 
panied them. Insulting remarks were made to the 
non uniosists, but no violence was attempted. 
Robert MeCiure of the iron and coai police is in the 
city. Hesaysthat the names of seventy-five or 
eighry of ithe principal raidets are known, and they 
w.li probably be arrested soon ong charge of con- 
spiracy.

THE SUCCESSION. 
It has been suggested that the magnanimous 
and graceful thing for the Republicans to do 
now would be to waive their right and permit 
a Democrat to be elected President pro tem. 
of the Senate, As under existing laws that of- 
ficer will be the ex-officio successor of President 
CLEVELAND should the latter die at any time 
before March 4, 1889, itis urged that the suc- 
cession of a Republican would be an improper, 
unpopular and, perhaps, odious reversal of the 
will of the people who have decided in favor of 
a Democratic administration, to hold till 1889. 

A transfer of the Presidency to the defeated 
party by the death of the President would be 
regretted by the masses of both parties, and 
we can not believe that any American states- 
man of either party who stands high enough to 
be elected President of .the Senate would be 
willing to creep into the Presidency through 
the coffin of a President of the opposite 
party. The position of a Republican 
President of the Senate under, the present 
circumstances, might, in certain deplorable 
but possible contingencies, expose him to sus- 
picions of the most painful kind. No man who |; 
hopes to be elected President bimself some day 
can court such an..awkward position with 
reference to the Presidency as a Republican 
President of the Senate would now be placed 
in. Wecan readily believe the report that 
Senator LOGAN would like to have the refusal 
of it, but will decline the position if tendered 
him. If he should accept and become Presi- 
dent by the death of Mr. CLEVELAND, his 
elevation would bea mere ad interim tenure 
of the office, lasting only until the special eléc- 
tion could be held, as provided by law when 
the vacancy does not occur too near the end of 
the regular’ term. When regularly elected 
Vice-Presidénts succeed dying Presidents they 
get a cold welcome, are treated as intruders or 
accidents by even their own party, and their 
administrations have, in three cases out of 
four, been followed by the defeat of their own 
parties. The situation would be far more un- 
favorable for a Republican Senator made a 
temporary chief magistrate by the death of a 
Democratic President and Vice-President. 

But some Republican Senator willing to as- 
sume all the risks and responsibilities of the 
position will most probably be chosen to fill it. 
Republican Senators can truthfully say it is | ; 
not their fault that there isany danger of a 
transfer of the Presidency to any Republican 
during CLEVELAND’s term, and that it is in the 
power of the House Democrats to remove that 
danger as soonas Congress meets. Last ses- 
sion the Senate by unanimous vote passed the 
Hoar bill providing that, in case of the death 
of both President and Vice-President, the 
office should devolve upon the Secretary of 
State, and in case of his disability upon other 
members of the Cabinet in turn, until a Presi- 
dent could be elected. The avowed object of 
this bill was to continue the Administration 
for the current term in the hands of the Ad- 
ministration party, and its provisions afforded 
ample security for the attainment of that ob- 
jé&t. The House failed to act on this bill and 
it did not become alaw. To elect a Democrat 
President pro tem of a Republican Senate 
would leave the House free to postpone action 
on this important subject again. But the 
election of a Republican President pro tem by 
the Senate will now insure prompt concurrence 
on the part of a Democratic House in a law re- 
taining the Presidency in the hands of the Ad- 
ministration party to the end of the term,

SUNDAY LAWS. 


An Old Letter From the Fitst French 
Emperor on the Subject. 


The agitation of a more stringent law for the 
compulsion of rest from labor, as well as recre- 
ation, which is now beginning~in different 
parts of continental Europe, bas caused a great 
research for the opinions of celebrated men 
upon this question. The last appearing in the 
French papers is that of the firstemperor while 
in the zenith of his power: 

OsTRADE, March 5, 1807.—It is contrary 

divine law to prevent a man, whose wants on 
Sunday are the same as other days of the 
week, from earning his bread by labor if he 
finds it necessary. The government can not 
enact such a law unless it furnishes bread 
rratis to those who stand in need of it. 
3ut overindustry is not a fault of the French. 
With this, however, neither the police nor 
government must meddle. The high church 
officials themselves prescribed Sunday  re- 
laxation only to such as were in —_ cir- 
cunistances, or were able to save enough from 
their six days’ labor to enjoy a day without 
work. This has been so general that in all 
Catholic countries the custom has been to ask 
permission to work of the bishop or preist. The 
question is whose right is it now to grant this 
permission, the bishop or the magistrates? Great 
care should be exercised in giving power to an 
official to preveut men from laboring on Sun- 
day if they are in need. God‘has made work 
one of the obligations of man, since none of the 
fruits of the earth are given to him without la- 
bor. 
should work every day, since his wants are re- 
newed every day. 

To discruminate between laws prescribed by 
the clergy and such as only have been invent- 
riest requires 
great caution. The laws of the church 
require every Catholic to attend mass 
on. Sunday, but the clergy, for the 
purpose of increasing their authority, direct 
that no Cristiana work on Sunday with- 
out their consent. “This liberty is granted or 
refused at the prjest’s option to make his power 
feit, and in many- countries this liberty was 
procured with money. Bossouet says: ‘Eat an 
ox and be @“€hristian.” The observance of 
fasting on Friday and relaxation on Sunday 
are only secondary and unimportant regula- 
tions. - What.is of more importance is the com- 
‘mand of the church, not to disturb the good or- 
der of society, nor harm one’s: mbighbor nor 
abuse his own liberty. Priests .who require

With some heat the Secretary asked 
if he meant.to propose that we should take 
back a lot of diseased and enfeebled men, who 
could not return to the ranks, and give (he 
Confederates an equal number of bealthy and 
well-fed men, who would at once recruit thelr 
armies. 

Governor Curtin said that was exactly what 
he was after. ‘‘Well, sir,” said Staaton, “4 
man who professes to be loyal to the Govern 
ment ought to be ashamed to make such § 
treasonable suggestion.” Curtin is an ilrasciba 
gentieman, and he left ina choleric condition. 

Immediately after he got home he received 
from the Secretary a dispatch about as follows: 
“In the interests of loyalty to the Government 
and the speedy suppression of the rebellion, you 
should resign at once and retire to private ife,

‘New York were astonished at the quality of much of 


the singiug they heard. There was a lack of training 
noticeable, or perhaps the training bad been bad, 
but the inherent-quality of the voice was discover- 
abie not withstanding the bad usage of it. There is 
every reason why American women should lead 
the world as siegers. They do it now, but they go 
abroad to get their training Who doubts that the 
day will come when we shall have an American 
training that is as distinct as the American woman 
herself is? The One lesson we have yet to learn is 


self-reiiance in art and literature. There is yet no 
school of American. iiterature, no school of 
American art. We _ estabiished an American 
gnool vf politics and gvvernment a ceniury 
ago, and we have our own methods of agri- 
cul. ure, manufacture and trade, but in the luxuries 
avd refinements of life we st.i] lack almost every- 
thing, and ali the time make p.igrimazes .o France, 
lialy anu the vld,wpri-cut countries, where decay 
orouds over everything, and where the strugge 
fur existence is becoming barder and more 
precarious every d.y. ithe American woman 
drops down ito this Ol World § society iixe 
Aurora. Sbe isfresh and beautiful aid tull of 
natural capabilities. She only veeds the perfecting 
hand of a teacuer to sing Lae @ Uigutiugaie. But 
instead of going abroad after the teacher, 
why uot or ng ine teacher over here and havea 
scuool in rt of ourvwn and recognize the grad- 
uates of that schoo! for woa tiiey are really worti? 
‘Tne troubie is we need @ Dational Siaimp of singing, 
and that is wha: the American School of Opera is

Prince 
is usally empiatic in anything he says, and when 
he treats this question he utters argument after 
argument with a.crushing force that makes them 
unanswerable. At the Ramblers’ Club house the 
other day the matter was brought up in the pres- 
ence of Messrs. Prince and Eck and the warmest 


supporters of the standing start in 
the city.

Two Fretty German Girls Decoyed to 
America—A Timety Rescue, : 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

New York, November 28.—Superintendent Jack- 
son, of Castie Garden, yesterday morning received 
a cable dispatch from Huadstrom,a small town in 
Germany, to the effect that Pauline Sauer, aged 
1s, and Catherine Winter of tue same age, had been 
decoyed from their homes by one Wm. Raeder, 
and were passengers on the steamer Rneion, whica 
arrived yesterday. It was thougit by the sender, 
Mrs. Mary Sauer, mother of Pauiine, that the girls 
had been kidnaped for immoral purposes. De- 
tective Peter Grodea was given charge of the case, 
and = in company with Boarding Officer 
Charies Eichler awaited the arrival .of the 


R .ein at her dock in Jersey City. When the ship 
bauled inand the gang plank was run ashwvre 
Groden went on board. He pad no difficulty in 
fluding Raeder, who is an ordinary appearing Ger- 
man, and at once arrested him. With hiin were 
tne two giris.s They were both good looking and 
well dressed, and did not appear at all disturbed at 
the summary agrestof their companion. Neither 
could speak a word of Euvgiish. They were told 
the Charge on wbhicn Raeder was held. At first the 
man protested his in ecence, and when asked if he 
had the permissiou of tue virls’ parents or re.atives 
io bring thei to this country, stoutiy asserted that 
be bad. But beiug closely pressed he acknowiedged 
that he had used persuasion and held 
out inducements to tne giris sufficient 
to cause them to leave their homes. He bad 
provided them with a complete new outfit of cioth- 
ing in Bremeu before starting, and procured first- 
ciass passages for ail. When the full knowledge of 
their situation vecame apparent to ‘he two girls, 
THEY BRUKE DOWN COMPLETELY, 
and began to cry bitterly. By the aid of Mr. 
Eichier, whe acied as iaterpreter, it was found 
that Raeder was a native of Hundstrom, where the 
gris were Lorn, and had been absent in this cona- 
try a pumber of years. He visited that place and 
soon, became quite a favorite with the fairsex. He 
had money ani spent it jiberaily, making presents 
to the village maidens. His description of America 
und the possibilities there were made coustant 
themes of conversation. By his ciever 
talk he convinced these two girls he 
brought with bim that if they woud 
accoiupany him to this cdéuntry they couid dress in 
silks aud satins a,d ride in their Own carriages.

DKIFTED 10 SEA. 


The Terrible Trip of a Yale Student Lost 
in a Gale, 
By Telegraph to the Post DisPatcu. 
- New Haven, Conn., November 28.— Yale College 
c.rcies are greatly aggitated overthe probable 
death by drowning of Warren Samuel Yates, a 
student in the junior class of the academic depart- 
ment,under very peculiar and distressiag circum- 
stauces. When college closed for the Thanksgiv- 
ing recess Wednesday nooa, Yates, with his room 
mate, Victor Brush Caldwell, started off with guns 
to tue Thimble Island, the favorite duck hunting 
ground on the coast. Thursday morning, despite 
tne fact that an unusually stormy breeze was biow- 
ing from the northeast, the young men ventured out 
among the igiauds in tileir little ducking 


boats. About an hour afterwards the breeze 
freshened up into a perfect gaie, and the frail 
boais were being steadily driven out towards the 
Sound before tie young mea realized t..ew great 
danger. They made frantic efforts to beach their 
boats on one of the numerous littie isiands that 
form the Thimble group. ‘The sea, however, was 
runuing oul dbouwdward at a terr.ble rate and the 
waves were lashed into angry wuite caps. ‘ihe 
bouts drifted further and furtaer apart, Yates being 
nearest the Open Sound. Fiuvaiy, py desperate 
exertions, Oaldweil succeeded in running bis voat 
op @ barren rovk, Known ws “Outer Is.iaud” This is 
the most exposed bet of jasd in the group. 
The youug man was thorougily exhausted, and 
reatiy exciivd over Yates’ da igerous tion. 
very moment casried the latter furtuer out to sea, 
aud beyond the reach of help.

Peopie inthe hotei on Mousy 
isand saw Yates througa a fie.d.lass, but were 
unabie to assist uim, (here be.ng Ho boats eitner on 
t.e siand orthe mainland that cou:d weatuer the 
sea outside. Wheu last seen Yates’ boat was 
three mules out on the stormy Sound, drifc- 
ing rvrapdiy toward the Long Island coagi, 
which is abouc fifteeu miles from tae 
Counect cut coast atthis point. Cadwell was taken 
from Outer lsiaud to tae potel on Mooey Isiand and 
when be was sufficiently recovered he te.egraphed 
to tue shore towns of tae Connecticut coast anu en 
Long Island to look out for theboat. He thea went 
to Long Isiand tv searca. Seamen here say the 
little duck boat migaut weather tie storm, it being 
of pecuuiar construction aud hard, to capsize. ine 
weather was bitierly cold and it is probable that 
unless Yates had been crowned he bas been chilled 
tu death, There isa possibility that be was picked 
uD by some passing Vessei or steamer.
